worth from $3',l to $40 a pair at the 
Heyburn ranch, and at this price easily j 
disposed of. At the bear cub ranch the 
little ropues had to be kept inside a 
pen covered twice with the heaviest 
wire fencing. They were fed on alfalfa 
and fish caught on the ranch in nets. 
Alfalfa is a favorite food for beurs in 
captivity.
